Roseanne Peterson, 24. was or- 
dered to stand trial for murder 
after a hearing Tuesday during

Venable, 29, dis- 
appeared In March, and her de- 
composed body was found in 
May.

'Game' leads to slaying, 
dismemberment of 2 men 



DETROIT - A game of "Truth 
or Dare" led to the slaying and 
dismemberment of two young 
men who refused to take a dare, 
police said. 

Their heads, hands and torsos 
were buried in separate hiding 
places. 

Two suspects were under ar- 
rest and police were seeking a 
third Monday in the slayings of 
Tharon Garden, 14, and Timothy 
Davis, 20. 

Husband kills wife's lover, 
gives her his head 



Police said the slayings oc 
curred Sept. 10 and grew out of a 
game of "Truth or Dare," in 
which participants choose to ei- 
ther answer any question truth 
fully, or perform a dare named 
by the the leader. 

Tharon and Davis refused to 
take a dare, and one of the sus 
pects shot them in the head, po 
lice said. 

The other participants were or 
dered to cut off the victims' 
heads, feet and hands.

BONN, Germany - An Ameri 
can soldier who suspected his

Sgi Stephen J Schap, 26, was 
arrested at Herz-Jesu Hospital late 
Tuesday after laying the head, in 
a plastic bag, on the night table 
in the room where his wife Di 
ane was being treated for a diffi 
cult pregnancy, said Guldo 
Relter, the hospital administra 
tor. 

Responding to her screams, 
doctors ran into the room. After 
calming her, they called U.S. mil-

itary and German police. 

"He claimed they were having 
an affair," Reiter said. 

Schap, who cut off the victim's 
head with a machete, quietly 
submitted to arrest and was be- 
ing held by U.S. authorities, said 
Harald Weiss-Bollandt, chief 
prosecutor In Fulda, about 115 
miles east of Bonn in central Ger- 
many 

He said the husband consid 
ered the victim a rival 

The headless body of Spec 
Gregory W. Glover, 21, of Phoe- 
nix was found at a telephone 
booth at Sickles Army Air Field 
Both Glover and Schap were me- 
chanics there. 

Diane Schap, 26, had entered 
the hospital a few days earlier in 
the early months of her pregnan- 
cy, Reiter said. He said she was 
In shock and was being cared for 
by American social workers and 
psychiatrists.

NEW CITY — In an Incident 
reminiscent of "The Godfather," 
the severed head of a dog with a 
note in its mouth was found out 
side the home of a carting com- 
pany executive trying to bid Into 
the metropolitan area's garbage 
industry. 

BFI announced this month It 
planned to begin bidding on gar- 
bage-hauling contracts in the 
Westchester-Rockland area where 
many carting companies have 
been linked by state and federal 
officials to organized crime. An 
industry source who spoke only 
on the condition of anonymity 
said of the incident, "This Is an 
effort to brush BFI back from the 
plate."

"Impeach Clinton" Campaign 



A lot of Americans are unhappy with the 
Clinton administration and its policies. 
Michael Benn, of Dallas, Texas decided 
to do something about it. Last year, Mr. 
Benn started what has turned out to be a 
national effort to impeach President 
Clinton. 

Benn is currently circulating a peti- 
tion to impeach the president. According 
to Benn, "The impeachment process pro- 
vides a means of monitoring and checking 
misconduct by a "civil officer" through 
the use of legislative forum. The Constitu- 
tion makes it clear that this process is not 
intended to be an action executed through 
the federal court system. The Consitiution 
also places the responsibility and author- 
ity todetermine whether to impeach and to 
draft articles of impeachment in the hands 
of the House of Representatives." 

Michael Benn intends to present mil- 
lions (he already has millions) of voter 
petitions to the House of Representatives 
and the Senate. Says Benn, "This petition 
will trigger the Judiciary Committee of 
the House to draft articles of impeach- 
ment against President Clinton. The mat- 
ter is then presented to the Senate for 
trial.The petition reads: 

"We, the undersigned registered vot- 
ers in the State of , and sovereign 

citizens of the United States of America, 
having had our legal right to vote for a 
President of the United States of America, 
now exercise our constitutional right to 
petition the House of Representatives of 
the United States of America, and the 
Senate of the United States of America. 
We petition the Judiciary Committees of 
these government bodies to impeach and 
remove from the Office of President, Wil- 



liam Clinton. We petition this action to be 
executed immediately in a timely and 
expeditous manner. We petition this ac- 
tion on the legal grounds that President 
Clinton abused the powers of this office, 
causing "injury to the confidence of the 
nation and great prejudice to the cause of 
law and justice," and resulting subversion 
of constitutional government: That he 
failed to cary out his constitutional obli- 
gation to faithfully execute the laws; that 
he willfully and criminally disregarded 
the "good behavior" language of Article 
III, Section I of the Constitution of the 
United States of America, and the prece- 
dent established in the Constitutional 
Convention of 1 787 regarding "high crimes 
and misdemeanors." We further petition 
the Judiciary of the House of Representa- 
tives and the Senate be free to execute 
additional charges of impeachment, or to 
have special hearings." 

Under the United States Constitution, 
the Senate has the power to try an im- 
peachment. The decision as to whether to 
convict on each of the articles must be 
made separately. A conviction must be 
supported by a two-thirds majority of the 
Senators present. 

The Senate would also determine the 
appropriate judgement should be in case 
of a conviction. 

The Constitution limits the judge- 
ment to either removal from public office, 
which is mandatory upon conviction, or 
removal from office and prohibiting the 
individual from holding future offices of 
public trust.

Courts-martial of 
WWII blacks stand 

WASHINGTON - Black seamen 
charged with mutiny in a World 
War II incident were subject to 
racial prejudice, but there are no 
grounds to overturn their courts- 
martial, the Navy said Thursday. 

The Navy, in a review of the 
1&44 Incident. at Port Chicago, 
Calif, in which 258 black sailors 
were court-martialed and 50 sent 
to prison, rejected a campaign 
led by California lawmakers. 

The Navy acknowledged that 
the seamen were victims of ra- 
cial prejudice in being put in 
segregated units and assigned to 
manual labor jobs. They also had 
a "reasonable basis of fear" in 
their refusal to load live ammu- 
nition after a huge ammunitions 
dump explosion at the dock that 
killed 320, Including 202 blacks.

South Africa and France, and in- 
clude a $5,920 donation last year 
from a woman in London. 

The money and letters are 
itemized in the files of Columbia 
Correctional Institution in Por- 
tage, where the 33 year old 
Dahmer is serving life sentences. 
The Milwaukee Journal reported 
In Sunday's editions. 
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Fifty firefighters from Blos- 
sburg, Mansfield, Liberty and 
Canton battled the fire that broke 
out just before 7.30 a.m., driving 
a dozen pieces of apparatus 
through 10 incheB of snow to get 
to the fire scene. 

Hall said damage was well in 
excess of $150,000. One machine 
destroyed in the egg processing 
room cost $80,000 Trie chickens 
were valued at $73,500, he said.

QANA, Lebanon - With six 
stone wine pots and other evi- 
dence. archaeologists in Lebanon 
contend that a village in the 
southern hills was the site of Je 
sus Christ's first miracle - turn- 
ing water into wine. 

Despite the possible benefits 
for tourism, the claim isn't mak- 
ing everyone happy in Qana, 
where some Muslim fundamen- 
talists see the claim as blasphe 
mous Troops now patrol the 
village and even government of- 
ficials are taking sides. 

Tradition has it that Kfar Kan 
na, a small Arab village near the 
Sea of Galilee in Israel, was 
where Jesus turned six pots of 
water into wine at a wedding 
party. Kfar Kanna is about 4'/i 
miles northeast of Nazareth, Je- 
sus' hometown 

According to the Gospel of St. 
John in the Bible, the wedding 



took place in "Cana of Galilee." 

Lebanese archaeologist Yous- 
sef Hourani, a specialist on Ca 
naanite culture, is convinced the 
real Cana in Qana, a mostly Mus 
lim town 15 miles west of the Is 
raeli border and southeast of the 
port city of Tyre. 

Qana is built around a hill 
that contains a grotto sanctuary 
called Al-laleel. It is at the sanct- 
uary that, Hourani believes, the 
wedding took place and Jesus 
spent the night. 

In 1969, Hourani discovered 
weather battered rock carvings 
depicting Jesus and his 12 dis 
ciples in Qana. Smaller Christian 
engravings, including one resem 
bling a bride, are on rocks near- 
by 

Tourism Minister Nicola Fat- 
toush announced Nov. 25 that 
Qana "is regarded as a religious 
sanctuary ... proven by the find- 
ings and' sculptures depicting Je 
sus and his disciples."

Chornobyl aid sought 



Relief worker 
asks students 
at EC to help

The Chornobyl nuclear acci- 
dent has killed thousands of chil- 
dren in the Ukraine and is 
expected to kill thousands more, 
but the worst is yet to come, says 
a relief effort official. 

"It's a pretty horrible situation 
over there. Since the accident in 
April 1986, there has been a 
sharp increase in the number of 
illnesses, particularly among 
children," said Alexander B. Kuz- 
ma, project coordinator for the 
Children of Chornobyl Relief 
Fund in Short Hills, N.J. 

Bohdan Pankevych, a Russian 
language instructor at Elmira 
College, invited Kuzma to speak 
Monday night at the student cen- 
ter on the nuclear plant disaster 
and the status of children in the 
Ukraine. 

Ukranian nationalist Victoria 
Ustrekhova hopes Kuzma's talk 
will spur students at Elmira Col- 
lege, where she is a freshman, 
into forming a group aimed at 
spreading word of the relief ef- 
fort. 

"Some students here might 
form a group to help, " said Ga- 
bnela Biei. a junior at the col- 
lege. "I was surprised and 
shocked ... to find out that there 
are not one or two, but thou- 
sands of children dying. Surely, 
the United States can afford to 
help buy antibiotics for them." 

Ustrekhova said, "The children 
there (in the Ukraine) don't 
understand that their days are 
numbered. They only understand 
when they see people like Mr. 
Kuzma doing — bringing in medi- 
cal supplies and doing things 
that will help them." 

Ustrekhova was in her home- 
town of Lviv — Coming's sister 
city — in the western Ukraine 
when the Chornobyl nuclear re-

In the Ukraine, children are ill 
and dying because they lack a 
50-cent dose of antibiotic, Kuzma 
said. 

"We're trying to save as many 
children's lives as possible," Kuz- 
ma said. "Right now, we're trying 
to give the children a fighting 
chance with this emergency re 
lief." 

Kuzma, who has traveled to 
the Ukraine, cited studies by the 
World Health Organization that 
reported increased cases of can- 
cers, leukemia, acute respiratory 
diseases, Hodgkin's disease and 
immune deficiencies among Uk- 
rcnian children. 



Ukranian adults have also suf- 
fered from the radioactive fall- 
out, but due to the scarcity of 
resources, the focus is on saving 
the children, Kuzma said. 

The nonprofit group said its ef 
forts have brought tons of des- 
perately needed vitamins, 
antibiotics, medical supplies and 
diagnostic equipment to the Uk- 
raine. The next airlift is sched- 
uled for April, he said. 

Kuzma said the fund also 
helped establish a children's hos- 
pital in Lviv and co-sponsored 
one in Kiev and started the Cen- 
ter for Radiological Protection in 
the city of Kharkiv, which har- 
bors 72,000 evacuees from the 
Chornobyl region. 

"In the last four years, we 
have raised about S2 million and 
we have shipped more than S25 
million in supplies," Kuzma said. 
"We were able to do that by do- 
nations, leverage and horse trad- 
ing."

dington's first professional courtroom ap- 
pearance as well as Coffee's biggest case 
to date. Several of those present in the 
ornate, wood-paneled courtroom thought 
the two women who hovered over the 
attorneys' tables were secretaries. 

On June 17, 1970, shortly before Nor- 
ma McCorvey gave birth to her baby, 
which was immediately adopted, the court 
ruled that the Texas abortion law was un- 
constitutional because it interfered with a 
woman's right to privacy. But it refused to 
issue the injunction barring Wade from 
prosecuting physicians who performed 
abortions The story made the front pages 
of Texas newspapers but went virtually 
unremarked in the rest of the country. 

Because the injunction had been de- 
nied, Weddington and Coffee were able to 
appeal directly to the U.S. Supreme 
Court, which to their surprise agreed, in 
May 1971, to hear the case. "We never 
thought the case would go to the Supreme 
Court." says Weddington. "We were just 
trying to add another case to the many 
abortion cases lawyers were bringing in 
courts all around the country. " 

Weddington called McCorvey to cell 
her the news. "God, the Supreme Court of 
the United States." said McCorvey. "All 
those people are so important. They don't 
have time to listen to some little old Texas 
girl who got in trouble." Weddington as- 
sured her they did. 

But there were obstacles ahead. "The 
Dallas decision put big pressure on us," 
Virginia Whitehill. a Dallas activist, re- 
calls. ' 'The cost of printing all those briefs 
is thousands of dollars alone. Another 



problem was how to generate publicity to 
show that women supported a decision to 
legalize abortion. ' ' As offers of help from 
lawyers around the country poured in — 
including one they accepted from the 
James Madison Law Institute in New 
York — Coffee and Weddington discussed 
which of them would make the oral argu- 
ment to the High Court. Coffee, worried 
that preparations would take too much 
time away from her corporate responsibil- 
ities, agreed that Weddington should take 
the lead. By the time the Supreme Court 
heard the case, Weddington, Coffee and a 
Dallas women's group had raised some 
$60,000 to pay for the case. 

Although mere had been little orga- 
nized opposition to the legalizing of abor- 
tion in the 1960's. by 1970 the Catholic 
Church and other pro-life groups, as they 
now called themselves, were well orga- 
nized. Public pressure to settle the issue 
had intensified. Thus the Supreme Court 
was packed on Dec. 13, 1971, as Wed- 
dington talked about the discrimination 
women suffered in jobs and education 
when unwanted pregnancies interrupted 
their lives. Asked to address the constitu- 
tional issues, she observed that she was 
reluctant to "aspire to a wisdom that the 
Court was not in agreement on. " Finally, 
she mentioned that the suit had been 
brought on a "variety" of grounds. 

"And anything else that might have 
been appropriate, ' ' quipped Justice Byron 
White. 

Opposing counsel Jay Floyd, a Texas 
assistant attorney general, argued that 
abortion was a legislative issue, not a judi- 



cial one. Although he suggested that the 
state had an interest in protecting women 's 
health, he allowed that its primary interest 
lay in protecting fetal life. Asked what 
recourse, then , a woman seeking an abor- 
tion in Texas had, Floyd answered, in 
effect, none — "no remedy is provided. ' ' 
Meeting for its weekly conference, the 
Court was divided, though a clear a major- 
ity favored striking all or pan of the state's 
abortion law. Justices William O. Doug- 
las, Thurgood Marshall and William J. 
Brennan Jr. appeared ready to strike the 
law in its entirety. Justices Potter Stewart 
and Harry Blackmun. the Court's cen- 
trists, favored striking some but not all 
portions of the law. Chief Justice Warren 
Burger seemed inclined to uphold the law , 
though he indicated a concern about its 
ambiguities. Only White seemed adamant 
that no part of the law should be struck. 
Burger asked Blackmun, who was serving 
his first term on the Court, to write the 
majority opinion. 

When Blackmun had not finished writ- 
ing by late spring, the Chief Justice sug- 
gested that the case should be reargued 
during the next term, citing the fact that 
only seven justices had been present at the 
first oral argument, due to the deaths of 
Justices Hugo Black and John M. Harlan. 

When the case was argued a second 
time, on Oct. 11, 1972, nine Justices — 
now including Nixon appointees Lewis 
Powell and William Rehnquist — were 
seated. Shortly after Weddington began to 
speak, she was interrupted by White. If 
the fetus had the legal rights of a person, 
he asked, would she lose her case? Wed- 
dington, citing a long history of state and 
common laws, said that historically the 
fetus had not been found to be a legal 
person. 

Did the Texas statute, White asked, 
make any distinction between the first and 
the ninth months with regard to fetal life? 

"Our statute ^oes not," Weddington 
said. "Do you?" he pressed. 

Weddington replied that the appellants 
were asking the Court to declare the stat- 
ute unconstitutional, to find, in effect, that 
the state had no compelling interest what- 
soever in regulating abortion. 

Blackmun, raising a point of logic, then 
asked if there would be "any inconsisten- 
cy" in the Supreme Court supporting a 
woman's nght to have an abortion when it 
had srjuck down the death penalty, three 
months earlier. Weddington replied there 
was no inconsistency since the fetus was 
not considered a legal person within the 
meaning of the Constitution . 



The Real Jane Roe<

/ \f across from me in a southern 
-■«. t California restaurant. On 
this late winter day in 1990, she looked 
thinner, better groomed and more com- 
posed than the last time I had seen her, 17 
years before. But after only a few minutes 
of talk, it was clear that the vulnerability 
was still there. 

McCorvey showed me her wrists, bear- 
ing faint slash marks from a 1987 suicide 
attempt. "That's when I hit rock bot- 
tom," she said. "I filled myself up with 
booze and pills and cut my wrists. " 

The attempt was a watershed for 
McCorvey. Soon afterward, she admitted 
to newspaper columnist Carl Rowan that 
she had lied when she said her pregnancy 
was the result of a rape. In fact, it had 
come from a brief affair. The lie, on her 
conscience for almost two decades, had 
finally become intolerable. 

Unknowingly, I had helped McCorvey 
embellish that lie when I interviewed her 
for Good Housekeeping in 1973. Though 
she'd outlined the rape story to her attor- 
neys, she refined it as she described to me 
where the rape took place, the attacker's 
clothing, and the words he spoke. "Sud- 
denly I turned around and saw this big old 
guy coming at me, and I was alone. He 
said, 'It's just you and me now.' ... I 
knew what was gonna happen . ' * 

"Was any of it true?" I asked her now. 
"No. The affair happened in Dallas 
before I took a job with the carnival. When 
I found out I was pregnant, I went back to 
Dallas to try and get an abortion. You 
know what happened after that. " 

McCorvey said she had lied because she 
thought she would stand a better chance of 
getting an abortion if she said she'd been 
raped. "For years after that," she went 
on, "every time 1 would tell the rape sto- 
ry, I'd be terribly depressed for several 
weeks afterward. I was brought up not to 
lie, and because of this story I had to lie all 
the time. The depression periods got deep- 
er and longer until the night I cut my 
wrists." 

For seven years after I first interviewed 
her. McCorvey and Connie Gonzales, her 
longtime companion, ran several small 
businesses — house cleaning, painting, 



carpentry — in complete anonvmitv Then 
on impulse in 1980, McCorvey decided to 
reveal her identity and grant an interview 
to a Dallas TV reporter she admired. 

Once her identity was known, McCor- 
vey became a figure in the war between 
pro-life and pro-choice forces. Her hard- 
knocks story became the basis for an NBC 
television movie starring Hollv Hunter 
that aired in May 1989. She has had baby 
clothes strewn in her yard, been called 
"baby-killer" and been spat upon in pub- 
lic. In the early morning hours of April 4, 
1989, someone shotgunned McCorvey "s 
car and fired a blast through the living- 
room window of her house. (The assail- 
ants have not been caught.) Although 
McCorvey wasn't hurt, she was badly 
frightened. Soon after, she left Dallas. 

Last year she visited a friend in northern 
California, liked the area and stayed. With 
a new female companion she met near 
Santa Rosa, she relocated to southern Cal- 
ifornia last February. In the last few 
months, she has begun to acknowledge 
openly that she is a lesbian. 

This fact, along with McCorvey 's im- 
age as a volatile, poorly educated former 
car-hop and carny worker, has apparently 
contributed to the discomfort of the pro- 
choice leadership in accepting her as a 
standard-bearer. When McCorvey ap-

peared in Washington last year to take part 
in a pro-choice demonstration sponsored 
by the National Organization for Women 
(NOW), she says the NOW leadership 
rebuffed her. Her eyes narrow and her face 
reddens as she talks about "those NOW 
women who didn't think I was good 
enough to be on their platform." 

McCorvey, suspicious of strangers, 
tends to see the world in terms of good 
guys and bad guys. But when I asked if she 
still feels exploited, she shook her head 
vehemently and said, "Not anymore." 

She worries that the U.S. Supreme 
Court will overturn Roe. When the Court 
took a chip out of it last year, in the Web- 
ster decision, McCorvey joined a group 
applying "Roe" stickers over "Webster" 
street signs in San Francisco. She was 
arrested and is awaiting a hearing. 

Now 43, McCorvey smokes a lot and 
talks in excited bursts. At her apartment, 
she proudly showed me a picture of her 3- 
year-old granddaughter and said her rela- 
tions with her 24-year-old daughter and 
her mother are better than they used to be. 

I asked her if she had ever tried to track 
down the "Roe" baby, who was bom in 
June 1970 and given up for adoption at 
birth. Her jaw stiffened and she stared 
straight ahead as she nodded yes. When I 
asked if she had found the child, she didn't 
answer. Her eyes clouded over. 

"You don't want to talk about this, do 
you?" I said. She shook her head firmly. ■
